From appearances however 
there is but little probability th jt he 
will be selected as the sovereign of 
France. The Duke of Orleans, at 
present Lieutenant General of the 
Kingdom, appears to unite more of 
the public voice in his favor—no 
doubt arising from his prompt as­ 
sistance and countenance in the late 
Revolution. His son also, (the Duke 
of Chartres.) appears quite a favor­ 
ite 
Upon the whole, we think it 
quite likely that a limited monarchy 
will be th e .result of the late Revo­ 
lution—that the Duke of Orleans 
will be chosen as the head of the 
Nation; and that all things will re­ 
sume their accustomed order and 
quietness—the 
abdication 
of 
the 
King rendering any interference on 
the part of the Holy Alliance un­ 
necessary and foolish. The lower 
orders as well as the remains of 
the “Grand Army." are evidently in 
favor of the young Napoleon; but 
the more experienced and sagacious 
heads of the Nation can see in such 
a change of dynasty, only danger, 
trouble and discord, amongst them ­ 
selves. and a defiance of those pow­ 
ers who formerly by force overturn­ 
ed his father, and necessarily de­ 
stroyed his legitimate rights.

His Music Speaks 
As a composer his works speak 
for themselves. 
The conversion of the invocation 
of Eurydice in Peri’s opera "Orphe­ 
us”—the first complete opera ever 
written—into a choral harmonized 
in the old style has delighted music 
lovers in four of the largest cities 
in the east. And his version of the 
Bchwabian score, "I Have an Old 
Sweetheart.” is just as popular. 
And there are others from Ills 
pen. 
But as a conductor Commissioner 
Altchison is known the best 
Down at the Interstate Commerce 
commission on Pennsylvania ave­ 
nue he has built up a male chorus 
of some 40 voices which is recog­ 
nized as one of the best organiza­ 
tions of its kind in Washington. 
It 
Is called the Interstate Commerce 
Male Chorus and is composed of ex­ 
aminers and other employers of the 
commission. 
Altchison got the idea for this 
chorus back in 1919 
Two marble 
tablets in memory of those In tile 
commission who lost their lives in 
the world war were to be dedicated. 
A call was sent out in the commis­ 
sion for ail Witt) could sing to be 
present. 
So impressed was Atchison with 
the voices he heard on that day 
that he determined to Organize his 
chorus.

Everybody Falls Info Some 
Group, Is Massock 
Belief.

Paris—City of types—th a t's Paris. 
Here, for instance, one 
can 
see 
more beards in a block th an in any 
old men s home in America. 
From the 
boulevardiers 
to 
the 
flies, or cops, everybody falls into 
some group. 
And this is supposed 
to be a city 
of 
unconventionality. 
It’s hard to be individual In Paris 
Beginning with the boulevardiers, 
we see the old dandies of a dying 
day. A little shabby now. with gag­ 
ing wrinkles under their eyes—but 
with dapper clothes, a boutonniere. 
a stick and a bright eye 
for 
the 
passing girls. 
Away from the grand boulevards 
different types appear. 
M ontparnasse, on the Left Bank, 
offers perhaps the 
biggest assort­ 
ment of freaks. 
Long-haired men 
and short haired women, who came 
in after the war and stayed, are at 
its cafe tables. 
A few carry fort folios of sketches. 
to make sure that wide-eyed tour­ 
ists will recognize them as artists. 
O thers rely upon idiosyncrasies of 
dress. 
Flowing ties, shirts open at 
the throat, sandals, black hats with 
broad brims, fringy beards making 
a half-m oon of young chins—vari­ 
ous tricks such 
as these 
have re­ 
placed the velvet pantaloons of the 
old Bohemian in the Latin quarter 
The tourists in plus-fours, some­ 
times in evening 
clothes, laugh at 
them and they superciliously smile 
back. 
So everybody has a part in 
the show and should be happy. 
The girls of Paris are of a type, 
too. 
After a few days they all look 
alike. 
Surely they all dress alike. 
in black, which is more unobtrusive 
than their manner. • 
Even the bourgeois Parisians, the 
middle class, who seldom frequent 
(the tourist parts of town. but live 
their own 
quiet 
family 
life, 
are 
easily recognizable, because of their 
: very conventionality in dress and 
m anner, 
The 
Americans? 
Ah. 
anyone. 
Parisian or fellow-tourist, can pick 
one out a block away. 
And a lucky 
thing it is. too, sometimes when one 
is lonesome or gets into a jam with 
a language that calls a look a "blow 
of the eye ” 
Then there are the expatriates, 
those who have remained to live in 
La Belle France, but can't seem to 
settle down. 
This is a city of m anana, where 


jit is all too easy to put off until to ­ 
morrow and sit instead at a side­ 
walk table and sip coffee. 
Famed Whiskers 
Now for the flics. 
They got their 
nickname from the Apaches (who 
'no longer exist, I understand). 
When the cops, or 
sergeants 
de 
Ville, used to appear, the gangsters 
would shout “flic!” to warn their 
companions. 
It 
was a 
short and 
mean and meaningful word, sim ilar 
to the American “beat it!’’ 
On the genial face of th e flic at 
Porte St. Denis is what seems to be 
the longest beard in Paris. 
It is a 
reddish brown and divides into two 
magnificent points 
th a t brush the 
buttons on his chest every tim e he 
blows his whistle. 
He has been popularly designated 
as the mascot of Paris, and so well 
known is his set of whiskers th a t a 
shoe repair 
shop has

figure of him at its door, holding 
aloft his white baton with the a d ­ 
monition, ‘ Stop here.”
